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PART FIRST. 



A SECRET expedition was prepared; all 
thofe who were to conipofe it had repaired to 
Toulon, on the 20th Floreal of .the 6th year 
(9th May 1 798). A general buftlc enlivened 
that' town ; brave legions, excellent generals, 
celebrated men of fcience, artifts and mecha- 
nics, in the midft of a crowd of Tailors, were 
waiting for the moment to embark. The har* 
hour and the road were covered with fhips. Ge* 
nexzlBuonaparte, the foul of the expedition, had 
juft arrived. He vifited the fquadron, which 
was decorated with flags for his reception. 
In fhort, we waited for nothing but a wind, 
which on the 30th (19th May) became fair; 
the fignal gun for getting under way was 
fired; the fails were unfurled, and on the 
lfl: of Prairi^l ^aoth May) .we left the road 
- { * < r " with 
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with fifteen fhips of war, accompanied by 
upwards of two hundred fail of tranfports. 
Curiofity had attracted a great number of 
people to the fea-fide td fee us fail out, and 
the mufic from our ihips was heard at a 
great diflance. Our voyage was fortunate, 
but long; the necefllty we were under of 
waiting for the tranfports in order to protedt 
them, often obliged us to lie to. We 
pafTed in fight of the iflands of Corfica, Sar- 
dinia,- and '-Sicily. After twenty days? fail, 
we difcovered Gozzo (the ifland of Calypfo). 
On the 21ft (9th Jtme) ^vr -were off Malta, 
where we found a convoy of upwards of 
/5xty fail, which had come from Civita Vec- 
Cshia to join us. On the 22d at eight o'clock 
in the morning, haftOities commenced; on. 
the 23d there. was a ftxfpenfion of arms ; on 
the 24 th the articles of rapitulation were 
figned,.*and on the 25-th we entered the har- 
bour* . -* - . C ! ' 

• While the General was deftroying the po— - 
Ktical p'ower of Malta, and organizing that 
place, which is perhaps -the flxongeft in the 
worlds J^e went an ihare; and were employed 
in examnaing its admirable fortifications. The 
beauty of the town, conftru&ed of the ftone 
of the rock upon which it ftands; the <fo* 
lidity and . Tegularity of *he buildings; the 
interior means there combined to fupply them 
with water, which is brought from a difbmce 
of ieveral iniles by an aqueduft ; as wpU as ' 
thofe employed to djtfbhaarge the filth bjfciuh-. 
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terraneous canals; all excited our admiration. 
We vifitcd feveral handfome edifices : the 
church of St. Jtbn, the ceilmgs of which are 
cohered* with paintings by Calafirezi; the 
palace of the Grand Mafter, where is placed 
one of the fineft meridians known ,* and near 
it a library, containing fome valuable mami- 
feripts, as well as a few f ragmen ?s of Pheni- 
cbn and Greek monuments. 

Having left at Malta a garrifon of three 
thoufand men, and taken on board our fleet* 
a legion of IMfattefe, and fome hundreds of v 
Turks, who were th«e in fla very, we left- 
the harbour on the rft of Mefltdor (19th 
June), and made foil for the iftand of Capdia. 
The Engliflt, who had been in qncfk of us 
from the time of our leaving Toulon, where* 
they had miffed us, arrived off the harbour 
of Malta two days after our departure. They 
there faw the three-coloured flag flying, and 
immediately fteered the moft diredl courfe for 
Alexandria. As we were to the left of them, ' 
they palled on without falling in with us/' 
and arrived <ofFthat city. The Turks refufed 
to let them ehter the harbour. They waited 
for u& two days in that pofition ; * when not 
feeing us arrive, they thought that we were 
perhaps in the Archipelago, or off Alexan-' 
dretta, whither they eagerly direded their 
route. Scarcely were thty gone, before We 
arrived in fight of the Towers of the Arabs ? 
ten leagues from Alexandria. It was then the 
13th of Meflidor (ift July), and forty-three 

B 3 days 
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days had elapfed finee we .had left Touhn< 
Magalfon, the Conful of France, the nephew 
of Magallon who belonged to the expedition, 
came on board the Admiral's fliip (UOrient) % 
in which was General Buonaparte] and in- 
formed him of the unexped-ed appearance of 
the Englifh. The Admiral komed lately placed 
his fquadron in a pofition fit to fuilain a battle, 
in cale they fhould fuddenly return ; and that 
fame. day, in fpite of a boifterous fe*, the 
boats of all the (hips put on fhore between 
four and five thoufand men, who landed near 
Maraborii and marched towards Pompey*& 
Pillar i being led on by the General in 
Chief, Generals Defaix, Kk'ber, Menou, &c. 
They had neither artillery nor cavalry. Ge- 
neral Buonaparte drew up his little army in 
three columns, and placed himfelf, with Ge- 
neral Kleber* at the head of the centre column* 
On the 14th (2d July) they marched from 
Pompey s Pillar againft Alexandria f drove 
out the Mamelukes and Arabs that defended 
the walls of the city, and entered it, after 
having killed about three hundred of them. 
The tranfports were immediately brought 
into fhelter in the old port, and the general 
debarkation then took place. A few days 
after, the men of war being expofed to a 
heavy fea, and not being able to enter the old 
port, the depth of which had not then been 
founded, weighed, and ran for the roadftead 
of Aboukir. The Englifh did not make their 
appearrnce as had been expe&ed. At length, 

on 
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oii the 16th (4th Jiily)* we #ere all fettled 

in Alexandria 1 aftd on the 19th (7th July) 
^very thing was. there organized. That fame 
daylhe General in Chief quitted the city \ 
and left the command to General Kliber % who 
had been wounded in the head by a mtiiket- 
ball during, the battle. 

Hitherto the foldiers, lying down as they 
could in the ftreets, fought a (hade againft a 
heat of twentyrfiy degrees, as well as to de- 
fend themfelves from the mufkitoes. They 
cut down the trunks of a ^ood. of palm-trees 
£tuated near the town, and with their 
branches, and a few ftakes, made themfelves 
a camp upon the Ihore* As for us, we pro* 
pured lodgings at the houfes of five or fix 
Europeans. Except in the ftreet, we Had no 
Communication with the Turks, who were 
pot fubje#ed to make any fort of provision 
for the army, . We refpedted their cuftom$ t 
their houfes, and their temples ; only, in the 
exerciie pf their laws and their police, they 
were fubordinate to the commanding officer 
pf the place *\-. 

The 

** Buonaparte, on his arrival, aflembled all thofe who 
had any authority : he explained to them the motives 
of the invafion of Egypt, required of them an oath not 
to betray the French, and left feyerai of them in poffef- 
fion of the employments they exercifed. One of them, 
Coram, became a traitor, and kept up a correfpondence 
with the Mamelukes. He was carried to Cairo, and there 
tried and beheaded. 

«f» A few difturbances caufed at Malta by the foldiery, 
had induced General Buonaparte to make fome feverc 

regulations, 
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The General proceeded atfrofs the Defert *, 
march mg his army in two lines, part againft 
Rofttta, of which he wifhed to get poflemon, 
and part againft Rbamatiie, a town fituated 
upon the banksof theNile, where the cut of the 
canal of Alexandria commences. After hav- 
ing left a garrifon at Rofetta^, where he met 
with no refiftance, and another at Rbamanie, 
he afcended the river, having a flotilla to 
attend the army, for the purpoTe of carrying 
provifions ana ammunition, and of fighting- 
thai of the Mamelukes, which he chafed to 
feveral points, and defeated in feveral ren- 
counters, as well as fome corps of Arabs that 
harafled him. He continued his march as 
far as the neighbourhood of GizaJb, 'where 
Murad Bey had collected all his forces, and 
drawn up his army near the village called 

regulations, which had been read on board all the (hips. 
Among oiher articles, it was ordained that whoever ihould 
introduce himfelf inio the houfes of the Turks, violate 
their women, or enter the mofques, fliould be (hot. 
Every thing was refpefied. It happened that none of 
thefe regulations, fo neceffaiy for the fafeiy of an army, 
Were tran fgrefled. 

* The troops not having been fufficiently careful of 
the provifions they had received for -crofting the Defert, 
experienced the molt prelTmg wants; and the heat that '» 
prevailed completely exhaufted them. On their arrival 
upon the banks of the Nile, they had abundance of every 
thing ;'corn, pigeons, milk, aud water-melons'. The 
peafants, who are equally ftupid and ignorant, preferred 
' ' i paid for what they fold with glittering coat-but- 
infiead of crown pieces and other coin. ' 

He there left General Mtmu 3 as commander of 

of Lower Egypt. 

5 Embabeh. 
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Embabeh* General Bwnap2r&l on -his fide, 
made the. neceffary preparations, and gained 
that famous battle * called the Battle of the 
Pyramids. Fart of the army of the Mame- 
lukes was exterminated; another part was 
drowned in the Nile, they throwing themfclves 
into it in their flight ; toe remainder difperfed 
towards Upper Egypt, in order, to rally under 
Murad Bey t who efeaped in the general de- 
feat. 

The General in Chief foon received depin 
tations of the principal perfons of Cairo y and 
oi the chief minifters of religion ; the inha- 
bitants oi: that city, the populace of which 
had, during the battle, pillaged the houfes of 
the Beys and Kiafchefs^ ftiewed him every 
fubmiffion. The army crofled the Nile in a 
crowd of fe<tats, awl entered the; city in tri- 
umph. Ibnabim Bey 9 tbe Qqmp^itxar and 
the fecret enei»y of Murad* . had prepared W 
fct off in cafe the battle &P**W &>d yA&vow- 
ably to him :. h* had provided a rich c^sa^i 
confpofed : of his tvomenlvhis tre*f#re$, and

»t. When tirifi Rattle wa$ over, the foWJers obtained a 
great deal>of bfxrty froptthe/pcrfpns .qf tKe MaeieJukes 
that were killed. The army Hkewife took near five 
hupdred Arabian horfes, and as many camels. 

-+ His lawfiir wife\had taken under her protection 
twenty-feveri Frenchmen who had been apprehended' at 
Cairo on the news of the irjvafion. She had pteceel them 
in her houfe. When fhe fet off to join her "hufband, 
ihe left then* provifToris and arms, • recommending them 
t& fee upon tfiehv ^guard even » agairif! : her own fervants. 
This virtuous and humane woman departed with her htrf- 
' '' -i band, 
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his flaves. He fled towards Syria, prote&ed 
by the Mamelukes, and was followed thither 
by the Pafha of the Grand Signior, refidenf 
at Cairo. Buonaparte, after having ordered 
General Defaix to purfue Jtfurad Bey without 
intermiffion towards Upper Egypt, where he 
had firft taken refuge, and after having left 
part of the army in the city; Marched againft 
Ibrahim, who reached the deferts of Syria 
time enough to make his efcape; but he fell 
upon his rear, and cut in pieces fome of his 
men. He returned immediately, and in his 
march back he had an opportunity of refcuing 
from the hands of the Arabs of the defert 
the caravan of Morocco, which was accom- 
panied by fome pilgrims from Mecca. This 
rich prize, of which thefe plunderers had 
already got poffeffion, was reftored to the 
merchants. He then re-entered Cairo, where 
he was employed in making general and parti- 
cular arrangements for the interior adminiftra- 
tion of Lower Egypt. He had already fdnr 
a garrifon to Damkttfl, and another to Man- 
four as, a town remarkable on account of the 
difafters that there' befell the armv of the Cru- 
fades under St. Lewis. He did not omit to 
have lazarettos eftablifhed at Alexandria and 
Damietta, that every veflel coining from the 
feaports of the Levant .might be compelled 
to perform quarantine, in order to prevent in

future evfery germ of peftilehtial difbirdeij frbftv 
being Introduced from other parts. At "the 
fame time, he ordered, as ameafure of health, 
that the hfcufes and ftreets fliould be carefully 
wafhed and cleaned, and the merchandise 
and clothing fhould be well aired j precau- 
tions dilated by a wife forefight. Indeed, 
the example of fifteen or twenty Turks dying* 
of the plague at the time of our arrival*, 
rendered this a matter of ngceffity. 

The Nile now fwelled and overflowed its 
banks: the General, with all the pomp that 
is annually pra<Stifcd, opened the canal whicht 
Conveys the water of that river through the? 
city of Cairo; At the fame $ime, he ordered 
ftorehoufes to* be built at Gizab for the art iU 
lery, arid -for the different purpofes^of the 
army. Adminiftrations were eftablifhed at 
Caird, arid a mint for coining money. The 
relative value of all the pieces w£ had brought 
from Europe had recently been determined; 
Tables of them had been printed, and pfofted 
up every where, in order that commerce 
might fiiffer ho inconvenience. 

AH theft things' were going pn, 'and onth^ 
ifth'of Thfermidor (a^th July) we leattit at 
'Alexandria the (liccefles of the General, his 
return td Cairo, and -the fequel of his 1 operit- 
tions. We had been a -long time' 1 without 
being- ferf®med of *h£ftV; &V*ral-<*f hifroou-

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riers bad been murdered upon the banks x>£ 
tbe Nile bringing the news that he fent us, : 
and the difpatches he forwarded to Admiral 
Bruyes y advifing him to enter the old port, if 
it would admit his fquadrori *, or otherwife to 
go to Corfu or Malta. On receiving the news 
9f the jfuccefs of our army, we made rejoi- 
cings j, and on the day it was announced we 
had a public/?/* , We were not, however, alto- 
gether free from uneafinefs. Infadt, on the5thof 
Thermidor (23d July), feven or eight days 
before,, we had feen an Englilh frigate, which 
bad come and furveyed our pofition, and dis- 
appeared. We daily expe&ed to fee the 
enemy's fquadron. On the 14th Thermi-. 
dor.(i# Auguft), at five o'clock in theafter- 
noon, it arrived off the harbour of Alexandria. 
It fteered away for Afaukif under a crowd of 
iail. The moll favourable wind that could 
blow carried it towards our fleet, which w|as 
badly moored, and which it doubled at half 
paft fixf. The engagement immediately be- 
gan* ;,#. eight o'clocfc the Admiral wa? 
wounded; at nine he was cut in two by .4

obliged to relinquifh the ufe of* fire-arms, and* 
will no longer venture to attack travellers* 
when they are reduced to employ arrows. X 

After this digreffion concerning the advan- 
tages which may be conceived from the pof- 
feflion of Egypt, I fliall refume my fubjeft* 
and briefly relate the fequel of the firft ope- 
rations that topk place to eftabliih us in that 
country. 

The Englifh, aftei- this engagement, had 
jrefitted their fhips in the road of Aboukir % and 
burnt feveral of ours which they could not 
Carry away. „ Admiral Nelfon, at the time of 
his return to Europe, had left one of the divi- 
fions of his f<|uadron to cruife off the port of 
Alexandria* under the command of Captain 
Hood. It was no longer poffible to go by fea 
from Rofetta to that harbour; and the fervice 
of the Egyptian craft, called germs, which are 

ftiefe Arabs, and if they are numerous. Their number 
is eft i mated at from thirty to forty thoufand, divided into 
a number of tribes. As moil of them live in the deferts» it 
may be conceived, that it is not poffible long to purfue 
them there ; the troops would want water and provifions, 
and would be fuffocated by the fand. .It has been inef- 
fectually attempted, at different periods, to make war 
again ft them. Befides, it woulji not perhaps be impoflible 
to civilize the greater part of them by degrees* , 

^ accuftorrted 
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accuftomed to carry provifions from Rofettq, 
to Alexandria^ was confequently interrupted. 
To fupply their place, there had been efta- 
blilhed a caravan, which twice each decade 
crofled the Defert, carried all thofe neceffaries, 
and afforded travellers the means of going tQ 
or coming from Cairo. In order to prqtedt it 
againft the Bedouins \ a legion had been formed 
of failors who had efcaped from the engage- 
ment, and was ftationed at Aboukir to furnifh 
efcorts. But a more fpeedy and lefs expenfivc 
method was neceflary for victualling Alex- 
andria, than that whicji was effected upon th$ 
backs of camels. The Genefal in Chief , 
fome time before, had given orders for cleanf- 
ing the canal of Alexandria f which every year f 
at the time of the overflowing of the Nile, 
conveys the water from Rhamanis to that city* 
acrofs a defert of fifteen or fixteen leagues. 
This canal, of unequal levels, and for a long 
time obftrutted, was rendered navigable % 
and when the Nile was high enough foi 
tunning into it (about the ioth of Vende- 
miaire, ift O&ober), a great number q£ 
lighters loaded with grain and other provifions, 
fupplied the neceflities of Alexandria. Thus 
that town received at once, water for filling 
the citterns, which contain a fufficient quan- 
tity to laft the whole year, and provifions XXX 
abundance. During the twenty, or five-and- 
twenty days that this canal could float th* 
lighters, there was alfo fent by it, a confider- 
able quantity of artillery, to be afterwards for* 

d warded

warded by the river, as far as Gizah, where the 
grand park was eftablifhed. In vain had the 
Englifh bribed the Arabs, who came by hordes, 
and made lateral cuts in the canal, for turning 
off the water, and bringing the lighters 
aground, in order to plunder them ; General 
Marmont, at the head of a demi-brigade, was 
perpetually in queft of them: they could only 
difturb our operations, but were unable to im- 
pede them. 

* During this time, the General in Chief was 
continuing to form military and civil eftablifh- 
ments. At Belbeis and at Salhaii, he caufed 
forts and redoubts to be eredted, for counter- 
acting any invafion from the Turks on the 
lide of the deferts of Syria. A very beautiful 
plan of Alexandria and its ports had been 
drawn; a fimilar one of Cairo was laying 
down, for the ptirpoffc of making improve- 
ments in that irregular and inconvenient city. 
He formed a grand eftablifliment for the af- 
femblage of different mechanical arts. The 
men of fcience and the artifts had been fent 
for. He had been attended by feveral of the 
moll diftinguifhed, particularly by Citizens 
Monge, ' Berthollet, Geoffrey, &c. a part of 
the members for the Commiffion of Arts and 
Sciences accompanying the expedition, for the 
purpofe of forming* an Inftitute. Being him- 
felf a member of this fociety, he repaired to 
their fittings, which took place twice each 
decade. Among the labours to which this 
aflemblage applied thcmfelves,' thofe which 
*'* • ' * were 
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wcfe interefting to the eftabljfhment pf the 
colony, occupied them almoft exclufively. 
They examined reports upon the purification - 
of faltpetre, upon the conftru&ion of different 
wind-mills and water-mills*, upon hydraulic 
machines, upon means of extracting from the 
water of thecifterns which are found upon the 
borders of the Defert„the falts which render it 
brackifh. They ftudied the means of im- 
proving the making of bread, and of fer- 
mented liquors as a fubftitute for wine, which 
was not to be had ; they likewife read mc 
moirs upon fome points of natural ,philofophy f 
natural hiftory, the arts, antiquities, &c. 

There had been eredted in the great 
fquare Dejhequier, decorations of obelifks and 
triumphal arches for the celebration of the 
anniverfary of the Republic (the ift of Ven- 
demiaire). At Alexandria, Cleopatra's Needles 
and Pompey's Pillar were decorated in honour 
of the day ; the three-coloured flag was flyin 
upon their fummits; wherever the FrencJ 
were, this fete was folemnized. The $heicks r 
the members of the Divan, were prefent at 
that of Cairo, where military evolutions were 
performed in the morning; in the afternoon, 
there were races of Arabian and French 

t In this country, fmall hand-mills, or large ones

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horfeS; and at night, fire* works and illu- 
minations *. 

About the fame time, the Sheicks or Go- 
vernors of different provinces of Egypt, had 
affembled at Cairo upon the invitation of the 
General ift Chief. Queftions upon the laws 
of fucceflion, hitherto arbitrary, upon the 
amelioration of thofe of the penal code, upon 
the organization of the Divans in the different 
irovinces of Egypt, as well as upon the 
inances, had recently been prefented'to them 
by Citizens Monge and Berthollet, who pre- 
sided at this national affembly as Commif- 
fioners of the French Government. This 
affembly purfued its deliberations in thegreateft 
tranquillity, and with all the dignity becoming 
the- important operations on which it was em- 
ployed, Alfo about this time, accounts were 
received of the defeat of a party, that, at the in- 
ftigation ofilbrahim Bey, had occafioned move- 
ments in the Delta , at no very great diftance 
from Damietta. Generals Fa/, Damas, and Da- 
gna had difperfed the rebels. Murad Bey had 
alfo been defeated by General Defaix, who had 
killed four hundred of his Mamelukes, near 
the Pyramids of Saccara> Where he had over* 
taken him. Every thing appeared quiet, when 
on the morning of the 30th of Vsndemiaire 

* It had teen intended to fend up a balloon ; but part of 
the articles neceflary for its conftru&ion had been miflaid 
on board the ibips; fome time afterwards, meafures were 
taken for fupplying their place. 
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f 2 1 ft O&ober)', aflemblies of people in fcvcral 
ipets gave indications of an approaching in* 
furre&ion. General Dupuis, whb com- 
fnanded at Cairo, went out aim oft alone to 
difperfe thefe mobs; he was affaflinated, as 
well as feveral military men, and two officers 
of health, who were coming out of an hof- 
pital upon the fquare of Berquetjil. All the 
French inftantly took up arms: the infurrec- 
tion broke out every where with violence; the 
infurgents advanced on all fides ; fome affem- 
bled in feveral mofques, others ran to murder 
Frenchmen who lived in diftant parts of the 
city. They went in great numbers to the 
houfe of General CaffarelU y the commanding 
officer of Engineers, who was abfent at the 
time; they befieged it, and forced their way 
into it, and a lew unfortunate Engineers, ia 
fpite of their brave defence, were maftacrcd 
by thefe hell-hounds, who afterwards de- 
ftroyed the philofophical inftruments and the 
tools deposited there iome days before. The 
troops foon put a ftop to this torrent; batteries, 
were immediately placed in all quarters ; the 
Arabs and Turks were purfued Without inter* 
miflion, and put to death wherever they could 
be found. They fled, and barricadotd them- 
felves in the mofques; General ^Buonaparte 
ordered them to be fummoned to inftantly give 
up their leaders, as the prke of their pardon; 
and upon their refufal, they were ti^atea as 
rebels, and reduced to fub million, after feveral 
thou&nds of them had been facrificed* 
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It muft be obfcrved, that while this was ■ 
pafling at Cairo, fome movements took place 
off the harbour of Alexandria; the Englifh, 
the Ruffians, and two Turkiih vefiels which 
had juft arrived, had every appearance of 
meditating an attack. The garrifon, and every 
Frenchman in the civil departments, as well 
as the Europeans in the harbour, having taken 
"up arms, interior commotion was checked, 
and our exterior enemies did not attempt any 
enterprife. From the coincidence of thefe 
movements, it cannot be doubted that the 
Englifh, who had juft induced the Turks to 
declare war againlt us, had organized them. 
The prefence of two Turkifh (hips which 
were off Alexandria, revived the hopes of the 
leading people of Egypt, and of their ad- 
herents ; and although the firman of war was 
not yet known, they had fomented thefe in- 
furrecliens under cover of the mofques, into 
which the General had not till then permitted 
any Frenchman to enter, in order that the cuf- 
toms of the Mahometans might not be broken 
in upon or diiturbed. Befides, thefe move- 
ments, which were attended with difagreeable 
confequences only at Cairo, have ferved to 
ftrengthen us in Egypt; they have made the 
mified people acquainted with the power of 
©ur arms, and have procured us fome auxilia- 
ries. Hitherto the Greeks had taken no part . 
in our caufe; on the day of the infurre&ion 
ranged themfelves on our fide ; and fhook 
re yoke of the flavery which they have fp 
i Jong 
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long endured under the Turkifh government j 
they attacked them, and courageoufly con- 
quered them in all quarters. We may there-* 
fore draw this neceffary conc^ufion, that the 
Greeks will be our faithful auxiliaries in 
Egypt, and that every European there will 
enlift under our banners. 

The mod perfect order was re-eftablifhed. 
On the 3d of Brumaire (24th O&ober) the 
General in Chief continued to prepare forces 
for carrying his arms againfl fome unknown 
point, though public rumour fuppofed it to 
be towards Syria. General K/eber, who had 
for fome time paft been cured of his wound, 
went up to Cairo at this time. He had given 
up the command of Alexandria, and had left 
it, for a little while in the hands of General 
Manfcourb, who foon refigned it to General 
Marmont. It was at this period that an Eng- 
lish cartel, charged with a letter for General 
Buonaparte \ brought information of the fir- 
man of war of the Grand Signior: this paper 
was printed. Eight days after, about the 14th 
Brumaire (4th November), an Aga, fent 
from Cairo by the General in Chief, went on 
board the Turks, and after having along con- 
ference with them, returned to the harbour. 
Nothing tranfpired of this envoy's million. 

About a month before, I had obtained the 
General's permiffion to return to Europe, on 
account of the deranged ftate of my health* 
A fmall veffel carrying a government courier, 

got 
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got under way the 20th Brumaire ( 1 oth No- 
vember j; I availed myfelf of this opportunity 
to get a paifage, and quitted Egypt, where 
every thing was then quiet, and our military 
poiitions were upon the moil refjpe&abk 
rooting. 
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xlAVING prcfented the reader with arr 
hiftorical epitome of the expedition, to the 
period of my departure, I now proceed to 
give a fuecin<ft narrative of the arrival at 
Alexandria of moft of the members of the 
Comtniffion of Arts and Sciences* of the ex- 
cursions fnade by them through that' cftf'atuf 
its environs, of the route -from Alexandria to 
Cairo, of the vifit we made to* the pyramids 
of Gizd) of my return to Alexandria ori the 
i8th-Brumaire (8th N6tfehiber 1798),' an* 
kftly, bf my voyage to Ancona, a ftk-JJoff 
in Italy; .''**' * 

• On : the 1 6th NTeffidbr (4th July) we 
landed , m order to procfced to t Akxdndria*. 
We arrived' in that city, m a very tttfmiltuous 
lttanner, after having traverfed the frfehtfirf 
ruins of the diftrift occupied fey the Arabs* 
and fome : barren lands, occafioriaHy , infer* 
fperfed with a few pahta-trees, fig-tree^, 1 afrf 
falfc-wort kali. - We thdeavoured • to Jfwrdcure 
in the houfes of the Europeans at Alexandria 
apartments- m which t& teft. As the* Ttjrk^ 
were not obliged to ^i6vi l de'us with any ic- 

comnftQjdfctioa, we: wej& under the mgewty :( M 
lodging ten or twelve m one chamber,' on : ac^ 
count of thk fmali'iutttber of roototf J tfh*t! 

£ could 
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could be found for fo many perfons. The 
exceffive heat this produced, the bad food 
we were obliged to eat*, the ciftern water, 
which, from its dirtincfs and acrid tafte, we 
found altogether difgufting, the mofquetoes 
that tormented us night and day ; everv thing, 
}n lhort^concurred to render the firft month of 
our r^fidence dreadfully inconvenient. We 
flept upon bad mattrefles, and n>oft of us in- 
deed upon plank$ t or mats ; ourfelves drefT* 
ing the ptovifions distributed to us, and hav-p 
ipg foT;t|ie purpofex>f cooking no other uten-r 
ills but earthen veflels. But it is an old ob-> 
fervatiqn, that, man pin accuftom himfelf tQ 
^ v ?Fy .thing. Our minds were occupied by 
mfttters very different. We immediately haf- 
lened to {atisfy that eager curiofity qxcited in 
^yery foreigner on his firft arrival in a country 
fo celebrated in hiftory. 'We looked for the* 
jjifcxqndria of Alexander \ bijilt by $h$ archi- 
tect Dinocrates ; we looked for that city in 
which were born, or educated < fo many great 
irien, thgt library in which the Pta/omies ha-4 
concentrated the collegian °f human know-t 
ledge; ^n a woi^, % we ilepk^d for that com-? 
goerciaki city and its-a$;iye a^d ipduftriqus in- 
h^b^jtsj; but wefo^d n\ every quay tap only 
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% f Qtj oqr .firfy arrival, thq rnarketfc being infufficieitf tq 
fupjply us with neceflaries, t provifions were distributed' 
to us from the djfferenr fliipsi The bifcu its were very 
stiouldy^ and the fait meat ahttoft in- a ftate of putrefac- 
tion. rjSotrfievtiijrie a£te* # j however, we had (abundance of

ruins, birbarifm, debafemcnt, and poverty i 
ferocious men with enormous beards, carry^ 
ing in their hands long pipes, moft of them 
indolently feated in the fquares or coffee- 
koufes, or walking along with the moft apa- 
thic gravity * ; women drefled in coarfe blue 
tunics, their face covered with an ugly made 
of black ftuff, allowing only their eyes to be 
feen, and- having not only their eyelafhes but 
their eyebrows painted black, their legs and 
feet naked, their nails dyed with bright red, 
avoiding us, and running away, as if they 
had beheld fo many demons, or favagesj 
children naked, lean, and ill-conditioned ; 
and, laftly, the public markets (hazards) 
filthily difgufting. Shocked at this fight, 
we went to vifit the remains of antiquity* 
We every where found columns of granite* 
fome ftill Handing, others promifcuoufly ly- 
ing proftrate in the ftreets and fquares, $nA 
even on the fea-(hore, where they formed 
considerable pile^; Egyptian monuments co* 
vered with hieroglyphics, ferving for threfh- 
olds of doors, or benches ufed for feats. We 
faw fome particular hazards, the courts of 
which >jvere adorned with columns of dif- 
ferent forts of marble, and fome of them 
even .of porphyry. The capitals were by 
thefe barbarians often employed as bafes, and 

* The men in eafy circumftances, for the moft part, 
fliut themfelves up, or had fled ; and we faw none of the 
women of this clafs, they being carefully confined under 
lock and icy. 

£ a recipro- 
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reciprocally, the bafes as capitals. We faw- 
the njqfque called the Septant, ox mofque of 
a thouiand columns j the furreunding walls 
are partly deftroyed, and moft of the co- 
lumns thrown down and broken. We went 
to vi-fit another deferted mofque, which fcrved 
as an hofpital for our failors that were 
wounded at the battle of Aboukir* This is 
perhaps the moft beautiful Egyptian monu- 
ment now in exiftence : it conufts of a dome 
of fine black marble, refembling bafaltes, 
thjee metres and 16 centimetres (nine feet 
10 inches*) in length, by one metre, 6z 
centimetres (five feet) in width, and one me- 
tre 1,3 centimetres (three feet fix inches) in 
height, charged with thoufands of hierogly- 
phics. Here were to be feen figures of men 
and women, and of a multitude of the ani- 
mals deified by the ancient Egyptians, ftich 
as the (parrow-hawk, the ibis, the lion, 
&c. all engraved with the perfection o£ am* 
tique feals. Undpubtedly this monument 
will.be tranfported to the mufeum of Paris; 
at leaft it is already intended that it fhall on a 
future^day be one of its ornaments. It may 
weigh about 28,805 he&ogrammes 46 cen- 
tigrammes ;(6,oo<h.ooo of pounds). 

Beyond the city, a* the eaft gate of Alex* . 
andria, we^examiped fome curious baths r cut 
out in the rock, and into which the fea has 
made its-way. One of theie baths has been-,

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no pcffon knows why, dignified -with the 
name of Cleopatra** bath. They are fitrtple 
grottoes, without forrti or proportion. At 
iome farther diftance are catacombs excavated 
in calcareous rocks, and which appear to 
have been made by the Romans. On the 
other fide of the city Ke the ruins of an an- 
cient palace: near thefe ruins Hands the ©be- 
lifk of Cleopatra, buried 4 m. 87 c. (f£ 
feet) in the fand, a monument of granite 20 
nw 42 c, (63 feet) in height,, and which 
had been rebuilt, as we wdre fatisfied, from : 
digging, in order to difcover the. antique 
pavemeftt. There is another obelifk' of the 
lame proportion, 25 paces from the for- 
mer, and both of them 19 m. 4^ c. (io 5 
toifes) from the fea. We meafured Pompey's 
pillar, a column of the Corinthian order, 
whtefe form authors afTert to have been ere&eJ 
ift honour of Septirtiius Severus, by the fe* 
na$e which he had eftabliflied at Alexandria. 
It is a monument of granite 28 nu 8 c 
{89 feet 6 inches) in height, divided into 
four, parts— the pedeftal, bafe, fhaft, and 
capitals: the (haft confifting of a fingle 
block of the moft beautiful fhape and of 
the'higheft polifh, about 20 m. 78 c. (64, 
feet) m height, by 2 m. 79 c. (8 feet 4 
incites) m diameter. We found means to 
gtftourfelves hoifted np, by flings and ropes, 
to thai column, the moft coloflal in the 
known world. From the top of its capital 
He difcovered, to the fout^ the fite of the 
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lake Mareotis, at prefent covered by the fanda 
of Libya; on the other fide the ruins of the 
whole extent of the city of the Arabs, and 
the vail fea of which our enemies have made 
themfelves matters. 

After having finifhed the operations at Alex* 
andria t with which we had been entrufled, 
we quitted, without regret, that city, now re- 
duced to a population of 8 or 9000 inhabit- 
ants, confuting of different fedts. The 
town is befides ill built ; its beft ornament a 
few miferable turrets; but its ports will un- 
queftionably fooner or later enfure its greater 
. profperity. We fet out in a caravan, mount- 
ed upon afles, travelling before our baggage- 
camels, all well provided with arms and 
provifions, and particularly with water. We 
traverfed 67 kilometres (15 leagues) of de- 
fert, in the midft of wnich we had, for a 
fpace of 27 kilometres (6 leagues) along the 
beach of Aboukir, the pain of trampling 
under foot the wrecks of our unfortunate 
fleet. This frightful fpe&acle renewed our 
diftrefs, which was ftili farther increafed, on 
feeing the remains of (hips and boats and en* 
tire marts fallen into the power of the Arabs 
of the Defert, who were come thither 'to fet 
fire to them, in order to get out the iron; 
they retired into the fands, while the caravan 
was pafling, in order that they, might not 
be difcovered, and immediately returned, to 
continue their pillage. 

After- 
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After having been forty hours upon our 
journey, in which we made only occafion- 
ally fome halts, we arrived at Rofetta,. a 
town fituated one myriametre (two leagues) 
from the fea, on the left bank of the Nile, 
tolerably well built, and furrounded by gar- 
dens agreeably" cultivated. The mind, ex- 
pands at the view of the river which wafhes 
its walls. From the town itfeJf is to be feexi 
the immenfe carpet which forms, the Delta^ 
and the rich culture of its banks. Here we 
found nature productive, and no longer arid 
and burning lands, the reflexion of which 
wounded .the light. Here were to be feei* 
beautiful date-rees, mulberry -leaved • Egyp- 
tian %- trees, with their extended branches, 
flender acacias, lofty, orange- trees, pome-, 
granates, agreeable jafmines , ,and a thou fand: 
other different vegetable productions. It was 
now the 27th Frudtidor (13th September)* 
The Nile was ftill rifing;< we afcended it 
with a frefli breeze; our boat failed rapidly 
along. ,We faw the lands, ^fehich formed the 
banks of the river watered by different pro- 
cefles: we examined the canals that conduc- 
ed the waters to the inland country; we 
paffed in fight of a crowd of little towns 
lurmounted by turrets, and numerous vil- 
lages more or lefs ill built of mud, or brick 
baked in the fuji ; the ground-floors of moft, 
,of them were without windows, and in many 
the doof was too low to be entered without 
flopping ; ; the upper fipjy for the moft. part

fct apart for keeping pigeons, whitR were to 
fecfeen in thoufands upon thefe houfes. 

We had already patted Faoul, ne» which 
fpot ftood in ancient times Mitetis^ a city ce- 
lebrated on account of the Women thcte edu- 
cated for dancers and fingers at public fefti- 
val«. This country has will retained fome- 
thing of that cuftom. At this day therq 
come from thence moft of thofe almkes*, 
who, like the bayaderes "f of India, dance 
in fo lafcivious a manner. They go from 
town to town in Egypt, finging and declaim- 
ing, and are a great refource for the hafams> 
where they are introduced in order to amufe 
the female (laves . After flopping to take in 
fbrne provifions at Rbamani}, where is fta- 
tioned one of our garrifons, we continued our 
route, and next day difcotered, at thediftance 
ef 35 or 40 kilometres (8 or 9 leagues), the 
pyramid* of Giza i which had th$ appearance 
of lofty mountains. At lengthy on the 30th 
Fruc^iaor (r6th September) ,• we arrived at 
Cairo, the capital of Egypt, fituated at the 
foot of the Mbkattatrt chain of mountains, 
near the banks of the Nile. Cairo is an im-* 
ttienfe city, 'interfered in every dire&ion by 
jwrrow and crooked ftxeets, arid containing 
upwards of three millions of inhabitants $, 
compofed of^a multitude of different fefts. It 
js full of mofquds', fvrmounted by towers ;

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and it contains feveral irregular fquaresr, 
ftdofned with the houfes of Beys ?md Kiaf< 
chefs, the internal ftrudture of whigh is weJH 
adapted to the climate. 

On our arrival wepafled through the city, 
and at the further extremity were condudre^ 
to feveral houfes of the Beys, in one of which 
is eftabliihed the Jnftitute, where are lodged* 
commodioufly, and near a very fine garden $ 
all the members of the Commiffion of Arts 
and $penees. Here we rejoined thpfq wfyp 
had preceded us. Next day we vyent to w^ 
upon the General in Chief, who received witl* 
nujch kindnefs and attention thofe who ac-* 
companied him in the expedition! On th$ 
piornipg of the ift Vsndemiairs (a ad Sep- 
tember) we proceeded in ftate to the fqjuars 
Dejbequier. The fete which I have b?for^ 
described took place every day. As { hfwjf 
already mentioned, thdre were in that fquap^ 
performed in the morning military evoli^ ' 
tions, which aftoniihed the* inhabitants, in tjh$ 
afternoon horfe and foot races, and in th^ 
evening fireworks, with a very well manage4 
illumination,, after the faihion of the country, 
On the day following, the General gave us ai> 
efcort of a hundred men, to prote# us agftnft 
the Bedouin Arabs on our vifit to the pyr^ 
mids. The fame evening we crofled the Nile- 
and proceeded to Giza, there topafs th(? nig^t. 
After lifting at the ho\ife of Murad fyy\ y?$ 
fat out at fun-rife. in quit barks by a canal 
paffing near the pyramids, which are eighteen 
kilorrfetrfcs (four leagues) from Giza, but from 
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their enormous fize appear to be not mote 
than one league diftant. We arrived, there at 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon, after havinj 
pafled through fome fields of maize, am 
fends of extreme tenuity, at the foot of the 
hillock formed of ruins piled up round the 
largeft of the three pyramids. We arrived 
near the canal which leads to the two interior 
chambers, called the chambers of the Pha- . 
faohs; thefe had already been vifited by feveral 
fcf our party. Notwithftanding the excef- 
five heat, which could not be lefs than 30 
degrees, we afcended the fteps of the great 
pyramid*, and in thirty-five minutes arrived 
It the top. Seated on this pinnacle, where 
we were opprefled with fatigue, we exa- 
mined, with a curiofity not unmixed with 
terror, on one fide, the immenfity of the De- 
fert, and on the other, the Nile winding 
through vaft and delightful plains ; beyond it 
the rugged chain of the Mokattam mountains 
running towards the Red Sea ; and at a dis- 
tance the pyramids of Sakkara, fituated near 
the plain of the Mummies, oppofite to the 
ancient Memphis, apd in front of the fite of 
the lake Maris. 

We afterwards defcended, and proceeded to 
the two pther pyramids, and examined their 
conftrud:ion, as we had that of the firft. We 
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* Authors differ materially as to the true dimenfions. 
In order to obtain them correftly, it would be neceflary 
to difencumber thefe pyramids of the furroun&ng fand* 
The largeft is reckoned at 222 metres 73 centimetres 
(700 feet) bafe, and 194 metres 84 centimetres (600 feet) 
height. - 
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ware convinced that all of them were built 
of calcareous Hone, and that the coating which 
remains on the upper part of the. fecond, is 
" not, as has been hitherto aflerted, either of 
marble or granite, but of calcareous {tones, 
highly polimed and well joined. From thence 
we palfed on t& the Sphynx, the enormous 
head and tail of which are together 8m. 5.5 c, 
(26 feet) high ; its body, never it has been 
fculptured, is entirely covered with fand. 
Laftly, we vifited a number of tombs, fym- 
metricaUy excavated in the rock •, fome of 
them are curious on account of the fculptur? 
with which they are encircled ; and after hav» 
ing contemplated thefe gigantic monuments, 
the mute teftimonies of ages, thefc prodigies 
the. offspring of fanaticifm or flavery, the an- 
tiquity of which was even unknown in the 
times of Herodotus, we joined our efcort in 
order to return by our boats to Giza, carrying 
with us the memory of impreffions that can 
never be effaced from the minds in which 
they have been made. 

Having returned to Cairo, we had occafion 
on the fucceeding days to vifit a number, of 
ruins of columns of granite, near a beautiful 
canal of ftone which conveys, the water of the 
Nile to Cairo i and others belonging to a 
caftle which adorns the remains of the ancient 
palace of Saladin. Near thefe is Jofepb's well % 
which is dug in the rock 83m. 77 c. (260 feet) 
deep, encircled by a ftaircafe of eafy defcent, 
that leads to the bottom, hollowed out in, 
n the 
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Ac maft. This well affords very pure water, 
llightly brackifh, which is raifed at Mo ope- 
rations, by means of oxen placed at its top 
fcrid its middle. We went to fee the Michias 
or Nilometer, ere&ed at the upper extremity 
of the charming ifland of Raouda, oppofite to 
Old Cairo, a monument facred to tne Egyp- 
tians, by which they afcertain the diflerent 
degrees of the rife of the river, by means of a 
graduated fcale traced on a column placed in 
the centre of the building. We afterwards 
Vifited Jofepb's granaries, which are only 
bpen pieces of ground divided into vaft 
lquarcs, furrounded with brick walls of great 
thicknefs, with communications contrived be- 
tween all thefe courts. We proceeded to the 
public baths, which are very numerous in all 
the towns in Egypt, and which, although cu- 
rious, are Very far inferior to the accounts 
given of them by fome authors, principally 
tor this reafon, that the water of the bathing- 
tubs ferves for feveral perfons at one time, 
Laftly, we had occafion to fee, not at the 
houfes of the Turks, but at the houfes of fop 
veral of our generals, fome of the female 
ilaves found in the harams after the flight or 
the Beys, and collected by thefe generals ; 
beauties too much extolled, who are almoft 
uniformly of an exceffive embonpoint, without 
elegance, grace, or eafe in their deportment. 

The caravan had juft arrived from Abyjjinia 
with young black iemale ilaves, for the pur-*. 
j>of$ qf fale, in the hazards fet apart for that 
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barbarous traffic. We went to fee thefc 
wretched creatures, who, naked, lying on 
the pavement, and ten or twelve in each apart- 
ment, were pounding with ftones fome com, 
in order to make cakes. Unfortunate beings f 
they rofe up at the defire of the bidders, and 
turned every way, in order to b& examined 
by the indifcreetly curious eye. Several of 
them were fold to Frenchmen ; but General 
Buonaparte made an order to forbid them 
again being made an article of traffic by the 
fwrchafers. 

Having examined every thittg that was 
then to be feen at Cairo, we waited till favour- 
able circumftances fhould allow us to pro- 
ceed, to vifit in Upper Egypt the ruins of 
Tbe6es 9 with her hundred gates, fung by 
Homer, and of a number of other ancient 
cities : the quarries of Tbebais, out of which 
were dug thofe enormous blocks of granite, 
that feemed to have been tranfported and 
placed by giants in the conftru&idn of ancient 
edifices : thefe obelifks are yet to be met 
with in fome places ; feveral of them at this 
day adorn the city of Rome. But I could rio| 
realize that hope : obliged, from the difordered 
ftate of my health, to revifit my country, X 
prepared for "my return, and fet out from 
Cairo , with fome other Frenchmen, on the 
39th Vend6miare (4th October), at eight 
o'clock in the^vening, the day before the in* 
furretfion which I have mentioned in the firft 
jpart of this narrative, That event took place; 
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while I, peacefully failing op the Nile, tafted 
the fweet pleafure of admiring the banks of 
that river, which was then beginning fenfibly 
to decreafe. I faw the inhabitants of the vil- 
lages, affembled pn the banks, curioufly exa^ 
mining us as. we paffed; young girls coming in 
hundreds, to fill large veffels which they car- 
lied on their heads, advancing to draw water, 
and* before going into it, lifting their flight 
tunic up to their waift, while they carefully 
concealed their face, fometinies fwimming 
acrofs the river, forming with their clothing 
a turban round their head ; cultivators, con- 
ducting ploughs of firnple conftxu&ion, drawn 
by oxen ; young lads, entirely naked, follow- 
ing their labpur, and throwing corn into the 
furrows ; beautiful herds of cows and buflk- 
Joes„ and flocks, both of black and white 
iheep, covered with the fineft fleeces, and 
having their horns twifted like the horn of 
Amnion. 

At length I arrived at Rofetta^ having, on 
an appointed day, joined the caravan, in order 
again tp crofs the DeferU We found no 
longer in this route, wrecks at the fort of 
Aboukir ; thofe of the fleet had difappeared, 
and we only faw here and there fome ikele-. 
ton? of m^n, partly buried in the fand, and of 
a ihining whitenefs. As we paffed pear th$ 
fort of jfrbtyukir* the Englifh fent fome gun- 
boats to fire upon our caravan x in order tQ 
intercept our march, but none of the fliot fell 
within a hyadr?d yarcjs of pur .party, Afte$ 
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liaving flopped a few hours near the\:amp'of 
the naval legion, where we lay upon fand ia 
the heat of noon, and having no fhacfe but 
that bf a few tops .of palm-trees, we continued 
6ur journey . In the coyrfe of the night, by 
the light of the moon, we had to' fuftain a 
pretty fharp conflict with the Arabs of the 
Defert, who,* probably, had learned that one of 
thfe Camels belonging to the caravan was carry* 
ing tnoney to Alexandria fot the public fer- 
Vicfe* As we were well arnWd, we difperfed 
them, keeping up a conftant fire from the fides 
of the fquare into which we had formed our 
Jifrte' battalion, and in the midft of which 
'were placed the camels andaffes carrying our 
baggage. We reached Alexandria on the 5th 
Brumaire (26th October). It was on my 
^ arffv&l at this citv that I firfl heard p{ the in- 
* furred ion that riad happened at Cairb\ weA. 
its 1 confequen'ces, 'which were -immediately 
fftede public in thfe city, ftill in aftate of agi- 
tation from the. cptnmotions that had* taken 
place in Alexandria itfelf. At the time of my 
departure for Cairo 1 there were off the 1 ports 
only the Englifh ; I now found them joined 
by the Ruffians and Turks, and' a ! # feto days 
after/ the 'declaration of war by the Grand 
Signor was known. i 

in this fituation of things it w&s become 
difficult to attempt to return to 1 Europe;- We 
badjuft learned that the brig Le Rmilcur, car- 
rying failors/back to France, had been taken 
by the Turks, and "the pafFertgers fent to the- 
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galleys at Rhodes ; that the Englifh, fom* 
days before, had burned twenty-five Ncapoli? 
tan vefleis, although neutral, after fetting oa 
fhore their crews. However, a brig left the 
harbour with the General's brother on board : 
two tartans in which fome Frenchmen were 
embarked, and which like wife failed, had 
been taken by the Turks ; and I myfelf pre*, 
pared to leave Alexandria. Dumanoir % the 
commandant of the port, gave me a paflage in 
a fmall tartan, on board of which were a go- 
vernment meflenger, three poft captains who 
had been wounded in the engagement, and 
three other paflengers, I embarked, and oa 
the 1 8th Brumaire (8th November) we fet faij 
from the port of Alexandria, at feven o'clock 
in the evening* leaving at this time, as I have 
already observed in the firft party the expedi- 
tion in a fatisfa&ory titration. 

We had got clear of - the roadftf ad ; the 
wind was north- weft, and blew frefhl the 
veffel, under favour of the darknefs of the 
night, ran through the enemy's cruifers which 
were blocking up the port in a circumference 
of feveral leagues. At four o'clock in th? 
morning we had met with no obftrudtion* 
The wind had gradually died away, andit,wajs 
become a dead calm. Dawn of day was ap- 
pearing ; a boy was already on the maft-head. 
He innnediately cried out, " I fee an enemy'? 
ihip aftern of us."—" How far is (he o&r 
'* 1 think a league and a Jialf." We tpok 
courage; the captain ordered the fail to be 
. brailed 
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brailed up, the bo»t -to be^lwtfed^outrand \o 
tow u& a Way *s faft as ppffOHe iacor3er to jgtt 
#ttt of fight of the ensmy. . Jn\ fa<&, we, fao- 
<*eded in making o^r gfcape before the diy 
was- well brt>ke. Thi$ fuccefs inspired y$ With 
hopes;; we had already puffed the liae of the 
tmtqy'&<crmfetei>t}&3£ was Enough, Fora 
fortnight our voyage was happily?as uninter- 
rupted* as we could wifo. We had p&flmiih 
fight of Candia (the ancieirt'Cw^, vfery near 
CerigVi Zante, and Gefcibwa % which t few days 
before had, unknown to us, falleivihjtd t&e 
hfrnds of the Turks and Ruffians. At kngth # 
on the 5th Frimaire (25th November), && 
Were about to make Qorfu j wc-fJroce6ded 
along the coaft of Albania. A fair wind car- 
ried Us into the canaLon the north fide af the 
ifland ; we were rejoicing in the expectation of 
there learning news of our oouiitryr* which is 
io grateful to the iftind after being fom£ time 
abfent- We flood. 00 boldly in a pretty thick 
fog till about, ten m the motning, when the 
fun began to difpel the vapours ;, and we then 
perceived about the harbour, inftead of ours, 
Ruffian and Turkish (hips of war. •* Heavens !" 
Cried the captain of the tartan, " we are in the 
haodfc of barbarians !" After the firit moment 
of terror, Jiowevfri we took courage, and f in r 
iiepri of retiring, which /would intelUHy have 
betrayed us, we edged aww towards the coaft, 
oppofite to fon^ wind-mills* hoping, that, 
from the appearance of our little vciiel, the 
Rudians aftd Twks would tickc Us tor: Greeks, 
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flfliing* or carrying on a little . trade: this; 
fcheme fucceeded, they did not fend any boat 
or veffel after us, and we lay at anchor t31 
the evening; we left the canal during the 
night, and the wind being nearly contrary, 
continued our courfe by fhort tacks;* Towaids 
-morning we difcovered a veflel nearus) Wh&h 
gave us frelh uneafinefs ; we thought* we ha^ 
been feen getting under way, -and that ah 
enemy's veffel was chafing us ; wfe (food 
towards the coaft, in order to run orv fliore; 
daylight, however, fbtfn fatisfied Us that it 
♦Was a merchantman fleering towards the 
-Adriatic.*- . v v -'■" * •* 

.: Not having been able to learn tt'Corft? the 
fituation'of France with refpedt to the neigh- 
bouring ftates, we refolved tojand at the ex- 
tremity of Italy, notwithftanding our fears 
that war might be commenced with Naples, 
which would have expofed us to be taken 
prifoners, or perhaps- worfe, as fome weeks 
afterwards the Sicilians maffacrfcd the ordpri- 
nator Sucy, and the unfortunate fick French- 
men who were returning to their country. ThSe; 
wind* being unfavourable, we thought it beft 
to take advantage of it to proceed t6wards 
Dalmutia^ in order to reach the port of Rd- 
gufa> where* we had a cotiful; we paffed near 
the mouths of the Cattaro, at which place, 
/about tbe lame time, the captain and* a party 
of failors belonging to a fmall French veflel 
had, immediately on their landings «'been 
affaffmated by the inhabitants bf ths cbaft. 
/-< .* ' - ^ At 
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At leagth we afritfed at Ragufa, on the 9thFri- 
ma ire (39th November), at fix o'clock in the 
morning ; the captain and two of our people 
went in the bdat to attend the office of health, 
apd inquired for the French Coftful, who came 
and informed us that* hostilities had juSt at 
that .mopient been commenced between us 
and the Neapolitans ; that we were at peace 
withithe. Emperor, and he believed the port 
of Ancona was free. He procured us a pilot 
tp take us through the iflands of Dalmatian 
recommended to us to be on our guard againft 
the pirates that infefted them, and told us 
that the day before one of them came into the 
port with a prize of a veffel belonging to 
Corfu ; we thanked him, took on board Spme 
provifions (particularly excellent Zara Maref- 
quino), and failed for. our deftined port. 
Nex,t day, in the evening, we met with a 
fquall, which obliged iis to* run for Shelter into 
the port, of - Lcjina, belonging to. the Em- 
peror ; we entered it at feven o'clock in the 
evening. In this ha^bpur we lay alongside a 
fmall veffel carrying fix guns, which had the 
appearance of a privateer : as we had vyo arms 
or me^ns of defence^ we; confidered purfelyes 
in greater danger thaji we had at any time 
hitherto been. The captain of thi$ veffel 
aSksd us fiercely who we were ? whence we 
came? and whither we were bound? W.e 
made fome hesitation in anfwering pofitively, 
but promifed the, next day we fhould give 
b«ij all the particulars he aefiredj^it was our 
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intention to get under way during the night, 
and make our efcape. He told the captain o£ 
our tartan that he muft immediately came on 
board, and give an account of himfelf ; this 
our captain at length refolved to do, not* 
however, without uneafinefs ; we much re- 
fembled the lamb in the fable, which faid f 
g% My hrdyl do not wijh to troubk your 
water" But what an agreeable furprife ! it 
was a French veflel, the paffengers of which 
were likewife not without their fears; on 
board was General Bellair , who was proceed- 
ing to Corfu with fome officers, in order to 
take the command of the fortrefs ; like us, he 
had been obliged to put in on account of the 
bad weather. We informed him of the fitu* 
ation of Corfu, of which he was ignorant ; 
of the manner in which the harbour wa$ 
Mocked up, fo that he might take the moft 
|>rudent -meafures for avoiding his enemies. 
On his fide,- he told us that he had \tltAncona 
three days before; that that port was free, 
and protc&ed by two (hips of war which 
were cruifing off the road* and that we might 
land there without fear : we considered our- 
felves fortunate in this meeting, by which 
We were fully inftrudted how we were npw 
to proceed. Next day we left Le/ina, and 
with a very favourable wind and fine weathejr 
We ended our voyage, and entered the har- 
bour of Ancona on the 14th Frimaire (4th 
December), at eight o'clock in the morning. 

The 
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The fame day we repaired to the Lazaretto, 
in order to perform quarantine; we were 
there kept (hut up with a number of people. 
The half of the building was appropriated to 
the reception of Neapolitan prifouers* \ybich 
were brought in by hundreds „ and were 
marched on to Milan when they had refted a 
few days after their fatigue ; the fame plaes 
aWb ferved as a prifon for the refradory 
pr lefts, who in different parts of Italy had 
preached up themaifacre of the French, lo that 
^e found this flay extremely difagreeable ? 
to this, twelve degrees of cold, three ftct of 
fhow j and the want of fire in our confined cells, 
were no fmall addition. But our troubles came 
to an *nd : we left the Lazaretto at the end 
of thirty days, and after we had mutually 
embraced, we took, each of us the route we 
found moft convenient. I travelled through 
Italy by Bologna, Milan, Turin, and Mount 
Cenis, and re-entered my dear country, tak- 
ing the road to Paris, where t r arrived the 
30th Pluviofe, in the 7th year (i 8th Febru r 
ary 1799). ! ;

POMPEY's PILLAR.

T'l 
HE fmall number of admeafuremenfs 
that have been hftherto given of Pompejr's 
Pillar, and thofe haVing been often indicated 
in the moft uncertain manner by the different 
authors who have written upon it, Citizens 
Duterire, Protin, Leper t< and myfelf, de- 
termined, before quitting Alexandria^ toafcer- 
tain all its proportions. Th6 commandant of 
the port, Citizen V>umanoir % whom we had 
engaged to facilitate the means for this pur- 
pose, in caufing to be prepared for us oh 
tJoard of his lhip fome flings and ropes, was 
tfrixious to fecond out views. On the 14th 
Fru&idor (31ft Auguft 1798), at five o'clock 
in the morning; we repaired to that monu- 
ment with an efcort ; we began our operation 
by flying a paper kite *, of about four feet in 
heigrrt, having a fecond cord of 'an indefinite 
length, fixed at the fame place as the other 
#ring, and which was laid hold of by one of 
ti$,'When the kite was paffed above and beyond

' the 
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the capital ; fo that in drawing this cord tho 
kite defcended to the ground, and was then 
feparated ; we had then the cord paffed over 
the capital of the column, in the manner of 
a ooid puffing over the circurhference of a 
jrulley. This firfl: operation being finifhed, 
we: fidtened to one of the eods of that cord 
another Hill ftronger, and to that again a third 
capable of bearing more than the weight of a 
man. A failorwas hoifted up to the capital. 
Hi; began by throwing down a flag of ham- 
mered iron, ere&edon that place in 1789, by. 
FauvtJ, a French artift ; an that flag was mark- 
ed the totfll height of the monument, namfetyi 
88 feet.^inches. . When the failor had fat-: 
tened ftrongly the. ropes about the Volute* 
upon the: angles; ahd carefully fixed a fling*. 
I feated mylelf upon a»fmall bench ftrfpended 
to the rope f . and was immediately hoifted up } 
Citizen iPretin afcended after me, artd wc> 
meafured logether all the parts of the capital ; 
in the mean time .Citizens Lepere and Dutcrtre 
took all the meafures of the bafe and pedeflal. 
We then took .the total height, which cdrire- 
fpondedtathat of Fauvel within eight centime- 
tres (three inches nearly), it being 28 metres 
73: centira&fres (£8 feet fix inches); There 
only remained to meafure the diameters of 
the ^olwrnh at different heights ; in 6rder to 
eflfedt tips, we had placed a fquare of about 
fivfe feet. each arm, with a diagonal which 
moved in a groove, and divided the angle into 
twa parts, and which could bepuibed forward 
* • H <?r 
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* or drawn back at pleafuve, fo as to touch the 
circumference at each place where the fquare 
embraced horizontally the fhaft of the column ; 
j by means of which, in confidering the hypo- 
thcnufe of eadh of the triangles which the 
length bf the diagonal determined as fides of 
o&agons, we found the different circles in- 
fcribed on thefe odtagons, and confequently 
the diameters. In order to perform this with 
precifion, the perfon who applied the fquare 
to the different parts of the fhaft held the level 
on the fquare, which the others affifted him to 
place horizontally, lowering, or raifing at 
pleafure from the top of the column, the ex- 
tremities of the two arms, where were fixed 
two cords. By thefe different proceffes wc 
took the meafurement with great exa&nefs. 
Several members of the Commiffion of the 
Arts were prefent at the operation, and moil 
of them were afterwards hoifted up to the top 
of this enormous capital, on which fix or 
feven of us flood at one time. 

It remains for me to add a few words, re- 
fpe&ing the fituation, divifion, principal de~ 
menfions, nature of the fubftance, proportions 
and duration of this monument. 
. It is fituated on a gentle eminence, and 
placed cat a fub-bafe which the barbarians have 
undercut, leaving only a .newel of one metre

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ftance, and which has itfelf been brought to that 
place, as the hieroglyphics on it are reverfed, 
On examining the part cut away below the 
pedeftal, it iseafy to difcover that an equal 
preflure upon the foundation has occasioned the 
column to incline 21 centimetres, and it is un- 
doubtedly o^ying to this that there is a deep 
rent of about four metr^es"^ centimetres (15 
feet) in length 9 in the lowef part of th^ (haft 
of the column. 

This monument is of the Corinthian order, 
and -is divided into four parts — the pedeftal, 
bafe, fhaft, and capital. From there being a 
circle of a m. 2 c. (fix feet three inches) dia- 
meter, and .funic 6 c. (two inches) it would 
appear that there has been formerly on the top 
otit apedeftal, upon which was placed, proba- 
bly, the ftatue of the hero to whofe memory 
this column was ereded; but this is only 
conje&ure. 

The pedeftal is 3 m t 24 c. (ten feet) in 
height ; the bafe 1 m. 78 c. (five feet fix 
inches three lines), the fhaft 30 m. 48 c. (63 
feet one inch three lines), the capital 3 xr\. 
21 c, (nine feet iq inches fix lines). The 
diameter of the column is 2 m. 70 c. (eight 
feet four inches) at the lower part, and 2 m. 
49 c. (feven feet two inches eight lines) near 
the aftragal ; the total height, as I have already 
mentioned, is 28 m. 73 c. (88 feet fix 
inches)*. All

Although this order may in fome riucafure 
be cohfidered as Corinthian, from its capital, it 
is not of Grecian proportions ; for the (haft if 
nearer to the Ionic. Befides, it is eviilcnrthal 
the different parts of which it confifb are the 
production of different ages. The fhaft, 
which is of an admirable form* and of very 
fine polifti, except on jhe fide towards the De» 
ftrt, that has fuffered from the fand, appears to 
be the workmanfhip of the Greeks, probably 
under the Ptolemies ; the other parts are evi- 
dently inferior. The profiles are pretty fiaii-* 
lar to thofe of the lower empire ofthe'flo* 
mans. The capital is but grofsly embofipcU 
the pedeftal is exceedingly low, and the colodr 
of the granite even is different from that of the 
ihaft. It is therefore reafonable to fuppofe 
that this fhaft haying been made prior to the 
Other parts, has been re-erec5led at fome extra- 
ordinary epoch. It is probably the largeft 
column of a fingle block in the world. It is 
much to be regretted that the infeription which 
was upon one of the fides of the pedeftal is not 
legible, as it would clear up the uncertainty 
of this monument, which fome authors attri- 



municate to him fuch of the meafures as he had not taken 
himfelf, in order to be annexed to his engraving of this mo- 
nument, and which will be inferted in one of his next 
Numbers. It will be feen thatall the meafures which tic 
has taken differ little from ours.
